PIITSDUIIO, Pa., May 21 —An organi- 


zation embracing the skilled employes 
of four lartje steel plants in the Pitts- 
bnrg disti ist is said to have been secret- 
ly formed within the past few weeks to 
secure an advanced and uniform rate 
of wages and an improvement of the 
steel workers' condition generally. The 
movement is represented to take in the 
Black Diamond Steel works, Howe 
Brown A; Oo , Labelle steel works, An- 
derson, Dupuy it Co , and the Orescent 
Steel works. Altogether they employ 
about 15,000 men. All these works are 
now running on a non-union bisis and 
are said to be paying less than the 
amalgamated scale. The new organiza- 
tion, so far as can bo learned, will have, 
no connection with the Amalgamated 
association, and has been named the 
Damascus Association of America. The 
membership is composed of steel melt- 
ers, rollers and hammermen of the vari- 
ous works, numbering about 10.000 
It 


is claimed that the only step yet to be 
taken to put the organization on a 
working basis is the election of'officers, 
which will be held on Thursday night.
